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Largest  Class  in  History  of  Old  University 
Took  Leave  of  Institution  on  June  Eleventh

Two  hundred  twenty-four  seniors  received 
degrees  at  the  one  hundred  fourteenth  annual 
commencement  which  was  held,  June  11,  in 
the  new  Alumni  Memorial  Au4itorium.  The 
Class  of  1929,  in  spit^  of  graduations  which 
are  now  held  in  the  February  preceding  and 
the  August  following  the  commencement  at 
the  end  of  the  regular  academic  year,  was  the 
largest  June  class  in  the 
125  years  of  the  history  of 
''the  oldest  university  west 
of  the  Allegheny  Moun- 
tains." 

An  unusual  feature  of 
this  year's  graduation  exer- 
cises was  the  conferring  of 
the  Master  of  Arts  degree 
(in  course)  for  the  first 
time  since  the  discontinu- 
ance of  independent  gradu- 
ate work  on  the  Ohio  cam- 
pus in  191  ?i.  Graduate 
work  has  been  pursued 
throughout  the  past  sixteen 
years  but  always  in  co-op- 
eration with  Ohio  State 
University  and  with  the 
Master's  degree  conferred 
by  that  institution. 

The  two  candidates  who 
received  the  Ohio  Univer- 
sity M.  A.  this  year  were 
Mrs.  Alfred  L.  Hughes 
(Eleanor  McBurney),  '27,  and  Mrs.  Clark  E. 
Williams  (Marie  Jewett,  '22),  both  of  Ath- 
ens. Both  Mrs.  Hughes  and  Mrs.  Williams 
did  their  major  work  in  the  field  of  English 
Literature. 

The  honorary  degree  of  Master  of  Arts 
was  conferred  upon  Henry  Clyde  Shetrone, 
Columbus,  Ohio,  of  the  Ohio  State  Archaeo- 
logical Society. 

In  addition  to  the  degrees  that  were  con- 
ferred, 120  diplomas  were  awarded  to  per- 
sons completing  two  and  three-year  courses. 
President  Elmer  Burritt  Bryan  was  assisted  by 
the  deans  of  the  College  of  Liberal  Arts  and

the  College  of  Education,  and  by  various  de- 
partment heads  in  the  bestowing  of  the  de- 
grees and  diplomas. 

In  the  address  which  preceded  the  presen- 
tation of  diplomas.  Dr.  Lotus  D.  Coffman, 
president  of  the  University  of  Minnesota, 
pointed  out  that  the  present-day  indi- 
vidual is  being  swallowed  up  in  an 
age  of  mass  production. 
''We  are  living  in  a  new 
world — a  world  of  super- 
organization  and  machin- 
ery —  in  which  man  be- 
comes but  a  cog  in  a  vast 
social  machine,"  declared 
Dr.  Coffman. 

"The  world  today  is  a 
world  of  specialization  and 
consolidation,"  he  said,  "a 
world  of  science  and  in- 
dustry; a  world  that  places 
efficiency  and  achievement 
above  personality;  a  world 
that  exalts  work  rather 
than  leisure;  a  world  that 
thinks  of  groups  and  or- 
ganizations more  often 
than  of  individuals;  a  world 
that  gives  man  a  more  lord- 
ly control  over  nature  and 
at  the  same  time  makes 
him  more  submissive  to  the 
group." 

"This  new  world  is  a  machine-made  world. 
Machinery  multiplies  human  wants.  The 
more  we  produce  the  more  the  advertiser  in- 
sists we  need.  Even  Henry  Ford  has  recently 
declared  that  men  should  not  attempt  to  save 
anything  until  they  are  40  or  50  years  of  age 
but  that  everything  they  earn  over  and  above 
the  simplest  necessities  of  life  should  be  turn- 
ed back  into  industry  and  commerce  for  the 
purpose  of  increasing  trade. 

"Certainly  the  spirit  of  craftsmanship  has 
been  crucified  with  the  advent  of  the  new  or- 
der and  with  the  coming  of  the  machine,"  Dr. 
Coffman   said.      "Mass  production   is  charac- 
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teristic  of  the  times  and  that  means  that  ex- 
periment becomes  crystaUized  in  a  single  de- 
sign. 

"Speed  is  more  important  than  skill  today. 
The  youth  has  no  problem  of  how  best  can 
this  thing  be  done.  There  is  only  one  way 
to  do  it  and  that  has  been  worked  out  by  a 
time-study  man. 

"Society  is  demanding  organization  every- 
where and  in  everything,"  the  speaker  stress- 
ed. "Even  the  professions  have  not  escaped. 
Doctors,  editors,  ministers,  have  all  been 
forced  to  become  absorbed  into  some  large 
organization. 

"Industrialization  of  society  has  not  been 
confined  to  industry,  big  business,  and  the 
professions.  It  has  invaded  statecraft,  both 
at  home  and  abroad.  The  world-wide  de- 
velopment of  scientific  management,  the  in- 
troduction of  orderly  organizations,  and  the 
elimination  of  waste  are  regarded  as  essential 
to  the  production  of  a  stable  social  order 
everywhere. 

"One  cannot  contemplate  these  sweeping 
transformations  of  life  without  asking  himself 
what  is  the  cause  of  it  all.  He  must  account 
for  it  in  the  contrast  between  the  omnipotent 
of  the  collective  man  and  the  feebleness  o(  the 
individual  man. 

"It  seems  clear  that  we  cannot  stand  still,"' 
the  speaker  commented.  "We  must  either 
have  more  or  less  science.  With  less,  the 
forces  of  ignorance  and  obscurantism  will 
creep  back  into  power,  and  with  more,  it  may 
be  that  we  shall  become  more  controlled  and 
more  mechanical  in  thought  and  in  conduct. 

"Whether  this  great  industrial  era  in  which 
v/e  are  living  and  apparently  in  the  one  which 
lies  just  ahead,  is,  or  shall  be,  primarily  eco- 
nomic depends  on  the  state  of  mind  that  ac- 
companies it,''  Dr.  Coffman  averred.  "If  the 
gain-seeking  motive  predominates,  then  indus- 
trial prosperity  is  primarily  economic:  if  ser- 
vice predominates,  then  it  is  not. 

"Just  as  every  civilization  gets  its  tone  and 
color  from  the  thing  it  emphasizes  so  this  civi- 
lization gets  its  influence  from  the  impact  of 
science  upon  it,"  Dr.  Coifman  said  in  con- 
clusion "Our  problem,  therefore,  is  to  make 
science  serve  us,  not  to  be  absorbed  by  it. 
As  science  scatters  the  benefits  of  its  achieve- 
ments, it  increases  the  opportunity  for  self- 
training;  it  makes  every  man  more  independ- 
ent of  the  food,  clothing,  and  shelter  needs  of 
life,  and  it  offers  an  opportunity  of  unparal- 
leled possibilities  for  the  building  of  a  newer 
and  greater  civilization."

Samuel  S.  Sbafer  Delivers  Charge 
At  Convocation  Exercises 


Old  graduates  and  graduates-to-be  of  Ohio 
University  participated  in  the  Senior-Alumni 
Convocation  exercises  in  the  Alumni  Memori- 
al Auditorium  at  10  o'clock  Monday  morn- 
ing. Dr.  Hiram  Roy  Wilson,  '96,  president 
of  the  Alumni  Association,  was  in  charge  of 
the  program. 

In  delivering  the  "Alumni  Charge"  to  the 
graduating  class  Samuel  S.  Shafer,  '14,  Can- 
ton, Ohio,  attorney,  took  exception  to  .J^ie 
character  of  the  advice  given  to  young  col- 
lege men  by  an  Eastern  educator  this  spring. 
"Don^t  assume  the  cocky  attitude  of  knowing 
everything  when  you  leave  college,"  he  urg- 
ed. "Experience  is  a  de^r  teacher,  but  a  good 
one."  "Let  your  actions  be  based  upon  well 
organized  thinking  and  your  progress  be 
based  upon  the  'ladder  of  mistakes'." 

Mr.  Shafer,  who  is  associated  with  a  con- 
cern which  employs  large  numbers  of  college 
men,  was  highly  qualified  to  give  the  splen- 
did address  to  the  seniors,  one  which  was 
widely  and  favorably  commented  upon  by 
those  who  heard  it. 

Earl  Zimmerman,  of  the  Class  of  '29,  ac- 
cepted the  charge  of  Mr.  Shafer  in  his  senior 
response.  "We  are  living  life  now,"  he  said, 
"and  the  qualities  that  are  impressed  upon  us 
here  will  stick  with  us  in  later  life." 

A  word  of  greeting  to  the  alumni  and  visi- 
tors and  congratulations  to  the  graduating 
class  were  given  by  President  Bryan.  "No 
institution  is  stronger  than  the  love  and  loy- 
alty of  its  alumni,"  he  declared.  In  urging 
each  of  the  seniors  to  send  two  outstanding 
freshman  to  the  campus  next  fall.  President 
Bryan  pointed  out  that  in  their  four  years  in 
Ohio  University  they  had  received  more  var- 
ied and  worth-while  offerings  than  ever  be- 
fore and  that  another  four  years  will  see  even 
better  things  presented. 

The  treasuring  of  the  ideals  of  the  univer- 
sity in  the  hearts  of  seniors  as  they  go  out 
into  the  world  was  the  theme  developed  by 
Everette  Shimp,  '29,  in  giving  the  farewell 
address  for  his  class. 

A  class  gift  of  $300  for  the  University 
Chimes  Fund  was  presented  by  Harold  Wag- 
ner, '29,  and  accepted  by  Prof.  T.  N.  Hoover, 
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'05,  chairman  of  the  Chimes  Fund  Commit- 
tee. A  gift — a  desk  set — to  President  Bryan 
from  the  senior  class  was  also  presented  by 
Mr.  Wagner. 

The  announcement  and  presentation  of  a 
number  of  annual  scholarship  awards  was 
made  by  Dean  Irma  E.  Voigt. 

Musical  features  of  the  program  were  pro- 
vided by  three  persons.  Dr.  Newman  H. 
Bennett,  "99,  of  Pittsburgh,  sang  three  songs 
which  were  enthusiastically  received.  Helen 
Hook,  "29,  favored  with  three  soprano  solos, 
and  Irene  Witham,  "26,  played  two  piano  se- 
lections. Anne  Schellenger,  "29,  accompanied 
Miss  Hook  while  the  accompaniments  for  Dr. 
Bennett  were  played  by  Miss  Witham. 


A  semester  of  intensive  rehearsing  under 
the  direction  of  Prof.  DeForest  Ingerham  was 
reflected  in  the  excellent  performance  of  the 
Ohio  University  Symphony  Orchestra  in  its 
commencement  program  in  the  Alumni  Me- 
morial Auditorium  on  Sunday  evening. 

The  orchestra  was  assisted  in  an  able  man- 
ner by  Miss  Florence  Hawkins,  soprano,  of 
Wellston,  Ohio,  who  sang  a  group  of  four 
numbers. 

The  orchestral  program  included  difficult 
numbers  that  ranged  from  the  exquisitely 
beautiful  music  of  Schubert  to  the  powerful, 
lyrical  strains  of  Wagner,  from  a  melodic 
Gluck  suite  to  a  passionately  realistic  Tschai- 
kowsky  march.  All  numbers  were  exceeding- 
ly well  done  and  were  appreciated  by  the 
large  commencement  audience. 


Dr.  Coffman  and  Orchestra  Are 
Heard  Baccalaureate  Sunday 


A  plea  for  tolerance,  co-operation,  and 
good  will  characterized  the  baccalaureate  ad- 
dress of  Dr.  L.  D.  Coffman,  Minnesota  Uni- 
versity president,  delivered  to  graduating  sen- 
iors, faculty,  alumni  and  friends  of  Ohio  Uni- 
versity on  Sunday  morning,  June  9. 

The  service  was  opened  with  the  offering 
of  an  invocation  by  President  Bryan.  The 
invocation  was  followed  by  a  selection,  Men- 
delssohn's "O  Come  Every  One  That  Thirst- 
eth,""  sung  by  the  University  mixed  quartet 
composed  of  Ruth  Brelsford,  Martha  Zellner, 
Ted  Cowen,  and  Donald  Dowd.  A  closing 
benediction  was  pronounced  by  Dr.  Bryan. 

''Twenty  years  after  you  have  graduated 
from  college,""  said  President  Coffman  to  the 
senior  class,  "we  have  the  right  to  expect  that 
you  will  be  more  productive,  suffer  less  from 
disease,  enjoy  greater  length  of  life,  be  hap- 
pier and  more  optimistic,  more  willing  to  ac- 
cept the  obligations  of  citizenship,  and  have 
a  keener  conception  of  the  spiritual  values  in 
life  than  those  who  have  never  received  a  col- 
lege education."" 

"If  we  train  our  young  men  and  women 
to  produce  more  wealth,  then  let  us  train 
them  in  using  it  wisely;  if  we  increase  the 
span  of  their  lives,  let  us  teach  them  to  live 
more  abundantly;  if  we  give  them  the  key 
to  happiness,  let  us  show  them  the  meaning 
of  the  Brotherhood  of  Man;  if  we  give  them 
the  privileges  of  citizenship,  let  us  point  out 
to  them  its  obligations;  let  us  talk,  in  the 
future,  more  about  cooperation  and  tolerance 
than  about  individuality  and  initiative.""

A  deed  covering  the  old  cemetery  on  West 
State  street  was  authorized  to  be  turned  over 
to  the  city  of  Athens  in    1809  and  again  in 
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1812,  but  was  never  filed.  Resolutions  have 
now  been  passed  whereby  the  city  will  finally 
come  into  possession  of  its  oldest  burial 
grounds.

Failure  of  America  to  cope  with  the  crime 
situation  Hes  in  faults  of  the  home,  school, 
church,  and  government,  and  principally  the 
last,  emphasized  Dr.  W.  T.  Morgan,  '09,  pro- 
fessor of  History  in  Indiana  University,  and 
principal  speaker  at 
the  annual  luncheon 
of  the  Ohio  Univer- 
sity Alumni  Associa- 
tion in  Lindley  Hall, 
Monday  noon,  June 
10. 

'■'America  excels  all 

nations  in  the  simple 

matter    of     murder,'' 

he      asserted.

Inability  of  the  government  to  handle  the 
crime  problem  successfully  was  attributed  by 
the  speaker  to  the  following  reasons: 

"Criminal  procedure  is  rated  as  only  10 
per  cent  efficient.  We  must  scrap  the  meth- 
od, for  it  is  more  for  the  criminal  than  for 
justice. 

"Local  government  is  often  highly  ineffi- 
cient and  corrupt.  Who  ever  heard  of  pro- 
moting policemen  in  the  rural  communities  on 
their  merits  alone?  * 

"Political  influence  is  often  brought  to  bear 
in  the  courts  and  upon  the  juries. 

"The  shyster  lawyer  is  one  of  the  most 
important  aids  to  the  crime  situation.  This 
lawyer  considers  it  his  main  job  to  keep  his 
client  out  of  jail.  This  type,  the  man  with 
the  high-powered  mind  and  the  low-powered 
conscience,  is  more  dangerous  than  the  crim- 
inal himself." 

Dr.  Morgan  related  his  experiences  in  a 
court  of  criminal  justice  in  England,  where 
he  saw  a  prominent  man  tried  and  speedily 
convicted  for  a  crime,  contrasting  the  pro- 
cedure there  with  the  many  delays  which  ob- 
struct justice  in  the  United  States. 

President  E.  B.  Bryan  spoke  briefly  for  the 
university,  relating  as  a  message  from  the 
board  of  trustees  the  accomplishments  of  "Old 
Ohio"  in  the  last  eight  years,  or  since  he  has 
been  president.  In  that  period  more  students 
have  been  graduated  with  degrees  than  dur- 


ing all  the  preceding  history  of  the  universi- 
ty. Assets  of  the  university  have  increased 
80  per  cent  in  that  period,  the  student  body 
has  doubled  as  has  the  faculty,  the  payroll 
is  three  times  as  large  and  best  of  all,  accord' 
ing  to  Dr.  Bryan,  the  academic  standards  have 
risen  and  scholastic  recognition  has  been  re- 
ceived.  It  is  harder  to  enter  the  university, 
easier  to  get  out  before  graduation  and  more 
difficult  to  graduate.  Dr.  Bryan  stated,  and 
he  is  most  optimistic  as  to  the  future  of  the 
institution. 

Dr.  Hiram  Roy  Wilson,  '96,  acting  as 
toastmaster,  introduced  Ralph  Zahour,  presi- 
dent of  the  graduating  class,  who  spoke  for 
the  seniors,  and  greetings  were  brought  from 
the  University  of  Minnesota  by  Dr.  L.  D. 
Coffman,  the  commencement  speaker.  Dr. 
Coffman  was  a  student  at  the  University  of 
Indiana  under  President  Bryan. 

Dr.  Newman  Bennett,  '99,  of  Pittsburgh, 
famous  as  a  tenor  in  his  college  days,  sang 
two  numbers,  as  did  Miss  Ruth  Brelsford,  a 
member  of  the  graduating  class.

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Heavy  Hitting  and  Steady  Pitching  Aid 
in  Success  of  bobcat  diamond  Efforts 


Coach  Peden's  1929  edition  of  the  Ohio 
University  baseball  team  was  undoubtedly  one 
of  the  best  in  recent  years.  Excellent  pitch- 
ing, heavy  hitting  and  a  fair  degree  of  field- 
ing skill  combined  to  bring  success  in  a  ma- 
jor portion  of  the  season's  encounters. 

A  closing  victory  over  Denison,  May  30, 
enabled  the  Bobcats  to  end  the  year  in  third 
place  in  the  Buckeye  Conference  race,  only 
a  notch  below  Miami  and  Cincinnati,  which 
finished  in  a  tie  for  first  place. 

Miami  and  Cincinnati  each  won  eight  and 
lost  two  of  their  Buckeye  Conference  games, 
while  the  Peden-men  were  defeated  three 
times  in  the  conference.  The  feature  of  the 
season  was  that  the  three  highest  teams  hand- 
ed defeats  to  each  other  to  mar  perfect  rec- 
ords. Miami  and  Cincinnati  each  defeated 
the  other  in  one  of  their  two  games  while 
Ohio  handed  both  of  the  leaders  one  defeat 
and  suffered  one  loss  at  their  hands.  Ohio 
Wesleyan  gets  the  credit  for  the  third  defeat 
handed  the  Bobcats. 

The  Bobcats  played  an  18-game  schedule, 
having  one  game  with  Marietta  cancelled  aft- 
er rain  caused  two  postponements  of  the 
scheduled  contest.  The  Ohio  nine  won  12 
and  lost  6  of  its  games  for  a  standing  of  .667 
for  the  season  and  a  standing  of  .700  in  the 
Buckeye  Conference.

Five  pitchers  assumed  the  duties  for  the 
Peden-men  during  the  year  with  "Lefty"  Bar- 
foot  taking  part  in  10  games,  winning  three 
and  losing  four,  while  ''Beany"  Trace  made 
the  best  record  with  five  wins  and  two  losses, 


pitching  in  eight  games  during  the  season. 
Engh  scored  three  victories  in  seven  times  on 
the  mound  while  Mozdy  broke  even  in  the 
two  games  in  which  he  pitched.  McKinley 
was  on  the  mound  for  only  a  short  time  in 
one  game  during  the  year,  playin-g- center  field 
most  of  the  time. 

The  Bobcats  collected  a  total  of  163  hits  to 
131  for  their  opponents,  being  out-hit  in  only 
nine  of  the  18  games.  They  also  outscored 
their  opponents  by  a  total  of  95  to  74  runs. 
Minnesota's  19  runs  was  the  largest  score 
marked  up  against  the  Ohioans  while  the 
Ohioans  collected  14  against  Western  Reserve 
for  their  largest  total,  12  against  Muskingum 
being  the  next  best. 

Jerry  Warshower,  catcher.  Brown,  2b, 
Hastings,  lb,  Schreiber,  3b,  and  Koterba,  ss, 
all  sophomore  players,  were  the  outstanding 
hitters  on  the  team.  These  five  men  carried 
the  brunt  of  the  hitting  attack  and  accounted 
for  most  of  Ohio's  extra  base  hits.  War- 
shower  knocked  out  the  only  home  run  of  the 
season,  saving  the  Bobcats  from  a  shut-out  at 
the  hands  of  Cincinnati,  while  Hastings  prob- 
ably drove  in  the  largest  number  of  runs,  his 
single  against  Miami  giving  Ohio  a  3  to  2 
victory  after  an  18-inning  battle,  and  giving 
Miami  its  first  conference  loss  of  the  season. 


Bobcat  Tracksters  To  Be  Hosts  to  Buckeye 
Athletes  On  Ne^  Field  Next  Spring 


With  the  results  of  one  of  the  best  track 
seasons  in  Ohio's  history  in  the  record  "books," 
Athletic  Director  O.  C.  Bird  and  Coach  Wil- 
liam Herbert  are  looking  forward  to  1930 
for  which  prospects  are  even  better  and  more 
promising  than  ever  in  the  past. 

Among  the  most  interesting  features  of  the 
1930  athletic  season  at  Ohio  University  will 
be  the  holding  of  the  Buckeye  Conference 
track  and  field  meet,  the  annual  conference 
tennis  meet,  and  the  coaches  golf  tournament. 

According  to  Director  Bird  the  track  meet 
was  awarded  by  the  conference  to  Ohio  be- 
cause of  its  new  track  and  because  the  Uni- 
versity has  never  been  host  to  the  meets  due 
tj  lack  of  facilities.  "We  have  guaranteed 
that  the  track  will  be  in  perfect  condition  and 
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are  making  plans  now  for  holding  one  of  the 
biggest  meets  in  the  history  of  the  confer' 
ence,"  said  Mr.  Eird. 

The  Bobcat  track  schedule  for  next  year 
will  be  an  ambitious  one  including  besides  the 
conference  meet,  two  outdoor  affairs — with 
Wittenberg  and  Denison — on  the  home  prem' 
isfc  and  two  or  three  meets  away  from  home. 

'vX'^ith  only  five  men  being  lost  by  gradua- 
tion  and  a  strong  squad  of  sophomores  to 
choose  from  next  year,  Coach  Herbert  be' 
lieves  that  Ohio's  chances  for  an  excellent 
record  are  decidedly  bright.  Captain  Pyle, 
Schaal,  Molter,  Reese,  and  Carrick  will  be 
the  missing  men. 

T'.e  freshman  squad  made  a  fine  showing 
during  the  season  just  past.  The  annual  var' 
sity- freshman  meet  was  won  by  the  upper- 
claf.smen  by  but  a  small  margin.  Miami  first- 
year  men  were  defeated  by  the  Green  and 
White  frosh  in  a  telegraphic  meet  while  Ohio 
Wesleyan's  yearlings  had  a  tough  time  nosing 
out  the  Ohioans  by  five  points  in  a  similar 
teleuiaphic  encounter. 

Though  the  varsity  squad  captured  but  one 
place,  fourth,  in  the  college  two-mile  relay, 
in  d  e  Ohio  Relays  at  Ohio  State  University, 
en  May  4,  the  Bobcat  tracksters  went  out  the 
ne.Nt  week  and  defeated  the  strong  Musking- 
um ?quad,  60  to  6?,  breaking  four  track  rec- 
ords in  so  doing. 

On  May  18  the  Ohioans  took  first  place  in 
fc)ur  events  in  a  triangular  contest  with  Mus- 
kingum and  Denison  but  finished  as  low  scor- 
ers in  the  meet. 

The  season  closed  May  25  with  the  annual 
Buckeye  Conference  meet  in  which  the  Her- 
hertmen  took  fourth  place,  lacking  only  three 
points  of  tying  with  Denison  for  third  place.

Close  competition  featured  the  Sixth  An- 
nual Ohio  University  Golf  Tournament  held 
at  the  Athens  Country  Club  on  June  10.

Contractor  Beckler  Rushing   Work  on  the 
New  Ohio  Football  Stadium 


Work  on  the  new  $175,000  stadium  at 
Ohio  University  is  progressing  rapidly.  Five 
of  the  seven  sections  on  the  west  side  of  the 
field  have  already  been  poured  with  concrete, 
and  work  on  the  east  section  will  be  started 
shortly. 

The  grass  on  the  field  has  been  growing 
rapidly  and  taking  good  root  during  the  warm 
days  of  May  and  June  and  it  is  believed  that 
sodding  of  the  gridiron  will  be  unnecessary. 
For  a  time  it  was  feared  that  young  grass 
would  not  be  sufficiently  "hardened"  for  play 
this  fall. 

The  running  track,  which  is  just  inside  the 
confines  of  the  stadium,  is  being  rushed.  The 
under  layer  of  cinders  has  been  placed  and 
are  ready  for  rolling.  Clay  will  then  be 
placed,  with  a  cinder  composition  completing 
the  track.  It  will  be  the  latest  in  design,  hav- 
ing been  decided  on  after  months  of  survey 
by  the  Ohio  University   athletic  department. 

When  the  stadium  is  completed,  Ohio  Uni- 
versity will  have  one  of  the  best  equipped 
athletic  departments  in  the  state.  The  old 
football  and  baseball  field  will  be  used  for 
physical  education  training  and  intramural 
athletics.
